State Bank buys Village 




- The Stale Hank of Antioch 
was the lowest Bidder of six 
Monday night for the purchase 
of $340,000 or Waterworks and 
Sewerage revenue bonds is-, 
sued by the Village of Antioch. 
Money from the bond sale will 
be used lo pay the local share 
of the treatment plant expan- 
sion, and to build sewer and 
extensions and a new water 
storage lank. 

The local bank bid an 
interest rale of six percent for 
the full issue of bonds, which 
will mature over the next 23 
years. Gross dollar interest * 
cost at that rate is $297,000.. In 
addition, the State Bank 
offered the Village a premium 
of $150, making the net cost 
$207,450. Because of this 
premium, the net interest rate 
will be 5.996976 percent. 

Village hoiul consultant Har- 
old Warren commented that 
interest rates on bonds of this 
type have generally been 
running in the neighborhood of 
0,3 to 0.5 percent. The. second- 
low bidder, Columbian Securi- 
ties of. Chicago, offered a net 
interest rate of 0.239151 per- 
cent, at a net interest cost Of 
$309,402. 

-The trustees put^ a new 
ordinance on the books Mon- 

* day night to comply with a 
recently enacted State law. 

The Slate law. according to 
Village Attorney Andrew 
Lyndv requires/ the Villagei- 

. prior to issuing an. occupancy 
permit for any structure, to 
ascertain that the owner has 
notified the County Assessor of 
his intent to occupy*— the 
structure.- In that way, proper- 
ty will be reassessed from the 
date of occupancy, rather than 
at the next annual assessments 
A problem had existed for 
local tax-supported bodies in 
that, ; with the past delay in 



reassessment of developed' 
property, they did not receive 
the increased tax revenue from 
the development until one or 
two years after the property, 
had .been improved. The 
purpose of the. new -law, 
according 1 to its supporters, is 
to alleviate some of that delay. 

According to Village Clerk 
Marilyn Sterbenz, the Village 
has been put on official notice - 
that it is in a flood prone area. 
As* a result, the Village must 
make application to a federal 
agency recognizing that fact, 
so that private residents- can 
obtain flood insurance. Without 
the Village application, she 
said, federally insured buildin 
gleans would not be available 
to anyone in the Village after 
July 1975. 

Trustee Mike Haley read a 
letter "from the- Georgetown 
Furniture Co., which had been 
cited last Pall for violation of 
the Village Zoning Ordinance 
in its operation oPa warehouse 
at. H90 Main St., in the 
downtown business area. At 
that time, the trustees gave the 
company six months nil which 
to rectify the situation. 

According to the letter, the 
company has made several 
attempts to find a solution and 
has finally determined to 
construct, a new warehouse 
consolidating its operations.

With the gas shortage and broadening adult interest, there will 
be more bikes on the road than ever before. This makes Bike 
"Safety Week/ to be commemorated in 1974 from April 22-27, of 
unprecedented importance. Cyclists of all ages should make this 
an occasion to learn about their responsibilities through 
programs of i bicycle safety instruction, skills contests and 
inspections. ^. 

Observance of the rules of the road and com monsense safety 
precautions stressed during Bike Safety Week could keep your 
next "Bike Ride" from being your LAST. 
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The Antioch Grade School 
District has been forced to find 
a hew milk supplier -- at a 
higher cost -because the 
former supplier, terminated the 
contract- and moved operations 
to another area. 

Members of the school board 
and district administrators, had 
been miffed with the company,* 
Willow Dale-Borden, over in- 
creases in price" beyond that .. 
stipulated, in the. contract 
sighed at the?beginning of, the* 
school year. The latest in- 
crease had been, from $.06222^ 
per carton to S.0B888 per 
carton. . 

District officials complained 
that they felt the contract was. 
valid and. binding for, the full 
school year. However, the 
dairy company remained ada- 
mant and, as one official put it, 
"as much as told us to go 
ahead and sue them." 
* School Board attorney Ted 
Larson advised that a suit 
would be fruitless, even if it 
weren't for the cost and time 
involved.' The trend in court 
cases he has seen, Larson said, 
is to let the companies out of 
their contracts. 

In March, the Board accept- 
ed ''reluctantly" the increase 
in price of two-and-two-thirds
